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Mount Rushmore Wational Memorial is in the southwest 
rtion of Pennington County, Bouth Dakota, 
ressional Dietrict At Large. 


The buete of four Presidents--George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, Abraham Lineoln, and Theodore 
Roosevelt--were sculpted on the southeastern granite 
face of Mount eee oe ll le 
commemorative of our national history and e Trees. 
." (Aet of March 3, 1925). Thies ic legislation 
authorized the carving and established the purpose of 
what wae to become Mount Rushmore National Memoria). 


Subsequent legislation established the Mount Rushmore 
National Memorial Commission with the responsibility of 
completing the memorial “". . .to be constructed 
according to designe and models by Gutzon Borgius.” 
Included were charges to ". . .administer, protect, and 
develop. . ." the memorial and specifics such as ". . 
.reconstruction of the studio for the preservation of 
the models, landscaping the — promt and 
construct the entrance to the ial” (Acts of 
February 25, 1929; June 26, 1934; and June 15, 1938). 


2 —w also provided, "No charge shall ever be 
made for admission to the memoria rounds or for 
viewing the Memorial” (February 25, 1929, and June 15, 
1938). The legislation previously cited also provides 
for ". . .@m entablature upon which shall be cut a 
suitable inscription. . ." (originally a brief history 
of the United States by Calvin Coolidge); ". . .a 
stairway to the museum hall. . ." (the Hall of 
Records); and by the Act of July 11, 1941, ". . .to 
construct a crypt which shall serve as the permanent 
resting place for the remains of Gutzon and Mary 
Borglum. ..." These last three considerations are no 
longer part of the overall plan. The entablature, 
Borglum ruled out due to available space and scale; the 
Hall of Records will “ww | be left unfinished, or if 
completed, it would on a reduced scale. The = 
was excluded by the wishes of the Borglum family 
(letter from Lincoln Borglum dated February 1, 1973). 















By Executive Order, June 10, 1933, President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt placed Mount Rushmore under the 
jurisdiction of the National Park Service. However, 




















there were no immediate administrative changes and the 
Mount Kushmore Memorial Commission played the major 
role in administering the memorial, 





The Act of July 3, 1941, by providing “that the Mount 
Rushmore National Memorial ission shall cease to 
exist or funetion on June 30, 1942,” in effect 
transferred ail responsibilities to the Wational Park 
Service with the first park Superintendent being 
appointed October 1, 1941. 


Mount Rushmore National Memorial is administered under 
the epirit and intent of the Act of t 25, i9i6, 
which established the National Park Service and which 
states the of the Service to be, “. . .te 
conserve the scenery and natural and historic 
objects and the wildlife therein and to de for the 
enjoyment of the same in such manner by such meane 
ae will leave them ae for the enjoyment of 
future rations.” is act those previously 
ment i , and sub t legislation provide direction 
for the National Park Service to preserve and protect 
the memorial sculpture and the natural setting, and to 
reser for the access of the public and for the 
nepirational and educational iation of the 
cultural and natural resources of memorial. 























The major resource at Mount Rushmore is the sculpture 
itself; carved during the iod from 1927 to 1941 from 
the southeastern face of a granite =. The 
sculpted busts of Presidents Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, Theodore Rooseveit, Abraham Lincoln were 
described as the “Shrine of Democracy” President 
Franklin Delano Rooseveit in 4 speech in 1936. Also, 
the sculpture is significant as a wnique creative 
endeavor. a. — to the sculpture is the natural 
scene surr ing and framing it. A stand of ponderosa 
pine on the adjacent steep slope provides 4 backdrop 
which complements the carving and contributes 
eloquently to ite full sesthetic reciation. These 
naturally occurring evergreens add color and life.

Another affecting influence is the concurrent 
jurisdiction in effect at Mount Rushmore National 
Memorial which allows more flexible use of State agency 
resources. 


The memorial itself began as a result of citizen 
effort, and because of this, it is a source of great 
State pride. Any major change in management direction 
is of considerable interest to the Governor and most 
State agencies concerned with the economic well-being 
of South Dakota.

Mineral resources exist in commercial quantities near 
the park and evidence exists that indicate some 
rospect work wae done inside the park area without any 
major finds. Since the park was created, lands within 
the boundary have been withdrawn from mineral and 


mining entry. 


The entire memorial is listed on the National — — 
of Historic Places and, therefore — comp liance 
with Section 106, Executive Order . b1593. The 
archeological resource inventory and evaluation has 
been completed (Anderson, 1974). 


Part of the original Borglum conception of the memorial 
was a Hall of Records to be located in the emall canyon 
immediately to the rear of the sculpture. This hall 
was to essentially an archive of historic 
information with a grand staircase leading to its 
entrance. Borglum started excavation, but for various 
reasons only achieved a 14 20 foot passage 80 feet 
into the rock before his death. Interest in completing 
the hall has waxed and waned over the — but no 
further work has been done. The present belief is that 
the actual Hall of Records will probably remain as 
—2 — left it--a sort of unfinished testimony to an 
ambitious idea.

Since camping, fishing, hunting, picnicking, hiking, 
horseback ridi , boating, swimming, and other outdoor 
recreational activities are adequately met by public 
and rivate agencies and businesses outside the 
memorial, there is no need to dilute the primary 
purpose of the memorial by attempting to participate in 
any of these activities. 


Climbing or scrambling is not allowed on the talus 
slope below the sculpture or on Mount Rushmore itself, 
because it is unsafe and because of the resulting 
interference with the viewi experience of the 
visitor. Climbing is permitted in other areas, and 
several routes have been located and mapped. 


Due to its national prominence, many commercially- and 
politically-oriented groups wish to use the memorial 
with the sculpture as a backdrop to benefit a cause, a 
belief, or a commercial enterprise. Regulations allow 
such use as long as any proposed activity meets 
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— stated by the applicable regulation and 
policy. 


The development within the memorial consists of a 
visitor/headquarterse facility with a 500-vehicle 
parking area, maintenance area, concession facilities 
(which include a 120-employee dormitory), 650-seat 
amphitheater, viewing terrace, Sculptor's Studio 
(ine ludi air compressors and related rock worki 

tools), houses used for prapesens and seasona 
housing, 4 10-unit apartment build used for seasonal 
housing, and associated utility services.

Contains 6,060 
square feet. 








The entire memorial is on the National Register of 
Historic Places. An updated somination will be prepared 
which will exclude modern structures. 


Mount Rushmore, because of its geographic location and 
type of devel nt, has some particular equipment 
requirements. erge parki areas, walkways, and an 
in-park residence compoun require snow removal 
capability. Other special equipment includes five 
2-wheel vehicles which are used to monitor and control 
vehicle traffic on park roads and in the parking areas. 
A fire pumper is maintained as partial protection for 
developed area and residence structures. General 
poagees trucks and passenger vehicles are maintained in 
sufficient numbers to handle normal operational needs 
common to ali park areas.

Those studies listed as incomplete such as the Sculpture 
Preservation Study, the Transportation Study, ani_ the 
Sculpture Protection Study were basic information studies. 
Follow-up studies in more detail are required for long-term 
management decisions. A structural analysis has been 
requested to determine the existing physical state of the 
sculpture. Information from this will be applied to both 
sculpture preservation and protection. The Transportation 
Study was approved in 1972. Information beari on 
technological and economical considerations applicable to 
the present time needs to be incorporated. 


G. EXISTING MANAGEMENT ZONING 


The entire memorial (1,238.45 acres) is on the National 
Register of Historic Places. However, the memorial is 
broken into more specific management zones. (See 
Management Zoning Map. ) 


The 20 acres (1.6 percent of the total) around the 
sculpture, the talus slope, and the Hall of Records are 
classified as an outstandire historic feature. 
Approximately 100 acres (8.0 p recent) around the main 
features--including the Borglum View Terrace, the 
Sculptor's Studio, and Residence No. 2--are considered 
the Historic Subzone. 


5 ee — 120 acres (9.7 percent) are designated as 
the Development Subzone; consisting of a residential 
area, visitor service area, administrative area, and 
circulation development area (lots and roads) for 
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vehicle control. 


The remaining lands--approximately 998 acres (80.6 
percent)--are being managed as a natural environment 
subzone with 896 acres adjacent to the Black Elk 
Wilderness Area within the Black Hills National Forest. 


A 40-acre tract of land had been included within the 
park boundary since the 1940's as an inholding through 
an administrative error. In 1986 the Office of ¢t 
Solicitor in Denver pointed out this error. It would 
still be of benefit to the National Park Service to 
have this property become part of the memorial, as it 
contains the major entrance junction to the park. 


LV. MAJOR ISSUES 


There are several diverse issues which affect or have 
the potential to affect Mount Rushmore National 
Memorial. Park management and use constraints begin 
with the enabling sagpenestes, which expressly 
prohibits the chargi of fees for admission to the 
memorial grounds or tor viewing the memorial. This 
limits flexibility in some management efficiency 
alternatives which are available to other areas. 





Cooperative Agreements, Special Use Permits, and 
Memorénda of Agreement entered into by the park are in 
the mujority of direct beneiit. Administrative review 
will allow evaluation of the remainder. Another issue 
of importance relates to natural resources. A needed 
Vegetation Baseline Study was completed in 1985, but a 
Structural Analysis of the granitic mass which is Mount 
Rushmore needs to be undertaken so that any inherent 
structural weakness can be neutralized. 


The structural analysis is needed to develop management 
practices which will work with the resource. There is 
a minimum known of the geologic structure of the Mount 
Rushmore sculptures but some inferences can be drawn 
from the surface features. However these inferences do 
not reliably reveal the interior. Since the sculpture 
is the major feature and resource of the memorial, the 
more information available the better the management 
decision. This would also apply to any major decisions 
concerning the completion or relocation of the Hall of 
Records. The possibility of structural weakness is 
present until scientific procedures rule it not a major 
consideration. 


An indirect issue which affects park management is the

within park boundaries, in 1972 or © 
occurred to a emall community located within a half 
mile of the eastern edge of the park. Park personnel 
and equipment were involved in rescue and recovery of 
victims and property. Access was restricted from that 
direction until roads were cleared. This particular 
flood was an unusual occurrence, but a similar flood in 
the future would again affect park operations and use. 


Air and water quality are of direct concern to park 
managers. A monitor furnished by the State of South 
Dakota and maintained by National Park Service 
personnel has been provid ng baseline data on air 
quality in the park since the summer of 1983. Data 
summaries to this point have not indicated a serious 
problem within the park. Although not apparent in 
available information as a major local problem, 
background data on acid precipitation is being gleaned 
from publications for use at Mount Rushmore. Two acid 
precipitation monitoring stations are within 50 miles 
of the park- ne at 50 and one at 25 miles. They are 
not close enough to give accurate readings for the 
memorial, but they do give trends. 


A major issue, described in the General a Plan 
Lepereves in 1980), is the effect of overburdening park 
facilities. From a high of 2,296,680 visitors in 1978, 
visitation dropped to 1,642,757 in 1979. Over the 
succeeding 4 years, visitation has built back to near 
the 2,000,000 figure--some years over and some under. 
As has been noted earlier in the visitation section of 
this statement, capacity is being taxed during the 
course of the summer season at present levels. 
Visitation figures of over 2,000,000 a year for any 
length of time will gradually result in degradation of 
facilities through sheer numbers. The consequence 
would be a deteriorated visitor experience, beginning 
with a wait for parking spaces. 


The concession facilities were designed to accommodate 
one million visitors, however, the are serving 
approximately two million annually. Along with their 
being overtaxed, there are several “critical” items 
identified in the Georgia Tech study which need to be 
sop seere or repaired. To meet our objective of 
fulfilling the needs of the visitor and meeting 
operational requirements, the concession facilities 
need to be expanded and updated. 


Other human activity presently occurring which can be 
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tentially comaging i¢ the desire to climb Mount 
re, it is prohibited by regulation (36 CPR 7.77) 

and legitimate climbing areas are available within the 
memorial, in spite of regulations, posted signs, and 
other climbi areas; several visitere each r are 
issued Violation Notices for —* ing to el to the 
sculpture.

Threats to 
the memorial are occasionally part of onsite and 
off-site dissension rhetoric. Protection and law 
enforcement resources are stretched when these petiode 
occur. Complications have arisen due to the sacred 
statue of the Black Wille to the Wative American 
religion, Additional pressure has been applied by the 
introduction in 1986 of a bill in ress to return 
most of the Black Hilis to the Lakota/Dakota Sioux as « 
redress for treaty breaking by the American government. 










Iesves relati to natural resources management or 
utilization inelude the temptation by visitors to take 
a piece of the mountain home. is activity is 
certainly not = to Mount Rushmore a6 it occurs in 
other parks ae weil. it is wnlikely that the illegal 
gathering of souvenirs will reach the roportions 
experienced by an area such as Petrified Forest 
National Park, but it is present and needs continual 
monitoring. 


There are pose concerning the presence of exotic 
species within park boundaries. Due to the relatively 
small size of the memorial, control of exotics is 
difficult. Species such as the Canada thistle have 
become a roadside pest in some sections of the park. 
Control of this particular plant has become difficult 
because of control restrictions on chemicals used in 
the past. A we iy control specific to the thistle 
was proposed but fell through as the control agent was 
not available. An exotic, ich will probably continue 
to be tolerated, is the mountain ,oat. Introduced into 
the Black Hille in the 1920's, the goat has survived 
and maintained «a population even though it is 
on out of its range. it is 
aesthetical to the park visitor. ite territory, 
which extends into the National Forest, makes it a4 
multi-Agency affair. It has been the policy of the 
State to maintain the goat herd.

C. THE VISITORS AND FACILITIES 


To provide all visitors with the opportunity for a safe 
and informative visit. This includes access to visitor 
facilities and viewpoints including an adequate road 
and parking system. 


To provide an adequate, safe water supply and the 
proper treatment and handling of sewage and solid waste 
in a manner that protects public health and does not 
allow pollution or degradation of natural ecosystems 
to interfere with the overall safety, enjoyment, and 
management of the memorial. 
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To provide comfort, use, and payepuene to visitors at 
Mount Rushmore Nationel Memorial by providing quality 
food services and theme-related souvenire--through a 
private concessioner under contract, 


To provide information and interpretive service and 
programs pertaining to the wmemorial's cultural 
resources and the story of the carving process; to 
provide basic information for visitor enjoyment, 
understanding, use, and safety; and to reduce impacts 
to park resources. 


To increase accessibility for mobility-disabled 
visitors so that as many as possible have an 
opportunity to experience Mount Rushmore as the 
majority experience it.
